LeaUvlile Post 

Fra.vkfort, Dec. 9th. — Your reporter 
reached here this morning and has been 
looking up, in a quiet way, the all^^ed ir- 
regularities of certain state offloiala. The 
result of my invsstigaUoiif may bt sum- 
med up thus : 

The Post's local correspondent, in his 
published statements regarding a shortage 
in the accounts of Register Sheldon, was 
doubtlees made the victim of Capt. Shel- 
don's enemies, for whilst it is true that no 
report was made from his office on the 
let of Junnary last, yet it is also the fact 
that a strict conformity with the law in 
regard to making reports to the Auditor of 
state, as prescribed by law, have never 
been complied with by any Register. We 
called to see General Fayette Hewitt, and 
he freely gave us all the information in 
his poss essi on regarding the matter. 

WHAT AVDITOR HBWITT BAYS. 

Your reporter asked General Hewitt if 
he bad at at any time called upon Capt. 
Sheldon more than once for his report. 

"No, sir," he replied, "and the Register 
at once responded by paying over the full 
amount of his indebtedness to the state.'' 

" Does the law require a settlement to 
be made on the first of January ?" 

"Yes ; but my information is that it has 
not been customary with former officials 
to conform strictly to the letter of the law, 
but to comply with its spirit, and Captain 
Sheldon,. having a larger amount of work 
to perforin than any of his predecessors, 
failed to make his report just at the exact 
time required bv law." 

"You speak of 'a larger amount of work,' 
can you give me the exact figures from re- 
ports for a few years past ?" 

"Yes, sir ; by reference to mv books I 
find them to be as follows for five years 
past : 1877, $646 50; 1878, $527 25; 1879, 
$515 26; 1880, 657 82; 1881, $1,068 25. 
You will perceive," continued (Jen. Hew- 
itt, "that there is an excess of receipts over 

1879 of more than 100 per cent., and of 

1880 of more than 75 per ceni." 

"Then, I understand that you attach no 
importance to Oapt Bheldon's failure to 
make his report, other than the large ex- 
excess of work required the clerks to be 
much longer in getting their labors^ in 
proper shape for a report 7" 

"Yes, sir; these sums are collected in 
amounts as small as fifty cents, and to add 
them up correctly requires a great dtaX 
of labor ?" 

After applying the reportorial pen to 
Qen. Hewitt, your reporter next examined 
the records and ascertain that Capt. 
Sheldon's bond was tiled in the ofiice 
of the secretary of state, Sept. 2, 1879, the 
approval of which was amongst the last 
official acts of Gov. McCreary. 

The entire matter of Capt.' Sheldon's al- 
leged shortage seems to nave originated 
with his enemies, and one or two parties 
who hope to defeat him foe a renomina- 
tion. At the time the statements were 
pub ished tliey created attention through- 
out the state, and vour reporter was tre- 
quently approached during his recent trip 
to Western Kentucky, and (piestioned 
about the matter by people who see^nod 
anxious to know the true facta in regard 
to it. It has reacted with sufficient force 
upon the heads of its instigators as to 
make the renomiuation and election of 
CapL Sheldon almost certain..
